The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All the claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record because prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest 
i) a message writing scheme including the functions of extracting a path information 
from received cells to allocate a memory area corresponding to the path information, 
adding writing ranks to the received cells, writing the received cells in the memory area 
according to writing ranks, setting in the memory area an address table area in which a 
size of a writing area, a writing position of the variable length message and the number 
of received cells corresponding to the path information are related to each other; and ii) 
a message readout scheme comprising a first step of reading out the message in 
accordance with writing ranks added in the order of receive processing of the cells; a 
second step of reading out the message in the basis of the added writing ranks in a 
manner that flag information, indicative of whether or not the cells are read out, is 
written in the memory area; and a third step of reading out the message in accordance 
with the writing ranks provided by an indication of a message storing/holding section 
which manages a message number of the received cells written in the memory area and 
writing position information, with one of the first step, the second step and the third step 
being selectively implemented according to setting of the memory area.
